Just as we go to press we learn of the death of 
Abraham M. De Solla, probably the oldest ‘‘ Asbestos 
Man’’ in the United States and certainly the oldest on 
the Pacifie Coast. He was 85 years old. He founded the 
De Solla-Deussing Company representing Keasbey & 
Mattison Company in the early eighties when Magnesia 
Covering was first used. The company later sold out to 
the Magnesia Asbestos Supply Company and it in turn 
to the present Plant Rubber & Asbestos Works. Mr. 
De Solla’s death occurred on December 2nd.
